public servnnus sWicso terms of otllce 
are about, to Mf^ire, to Ihoir ncwly 
chosen auccesioii Thi.'! example can 
not fail to impress profouiully tlio 
thoughtful ]ieople of other countries 
with tho idvantnges which republican 
iuKtitutinaa oiler. 

Tlic above paragraph will be found 
atransoly incon.sistcnt with the follow- 
ing; 

..j'.^Oontinuod oppcsition to Hio full and 
free enjoyment of tho rights of citiKen- 
slip, conferred upon tlio eolprod people 
j/y tho recent '.ainondnionts to tho consti- 
^tution, still prevails in several of the lato 
slavoholding states. It has porluips ncit 
been manifested in the rocout election In 
any largo o.^tent in acts of violence or in- 
timidation. It h.as, howovcr, by fraudu- 
lent practices in connoetion with tho bal- 
lots, with the reguhitions as to tho places 
i»nd m.innor of voting, and with counting, 
returning and canvassing llio votes cast, 
been, Bucccssf 111 in deffatitiL; tho exercise 
of that ri!j;ht preservative of all rights, 
tho right (jf sull'rago, wliicli tho con.sti- 
tution expressly coiifer.s uii our enfran- 
chised qitizens. It will l)u tho duty of 
the, executive, ■^^''h sufticioiit appropria- 
tiunii for the imrposc, to prosecute un- 
.sparinglv all who have boon engaged in 
depriving citi:'.eii3 of tlio right guaranteed 
to them by the constituUon. It is not, 
however, to bo forgotten that the best 
and surest guarantee of tho primary 
rights .of citizenship is to fee found in 
that capacity for self-protection which 
can belong only to a people whoso riglitu 
to universal suffrage is su[)])oried by luji- 
veraal education." 

The President next ]U'ocecils to ro- 
commond comiietiiivo examination in 
appointments to tho civil service and 
auch legislation as, while leaving every 
officlr',^3 Ifre'e" as ariy btlior citizen to 
c.tpross his political opinion and to use 
his means for its advancement, shall 
also enable him to foe) as safe ns any 
private citizen in the refusal of all de- 
mands upon his .salary for political pur- 
poses: The most serious obstacle, how- 
ever, to an improvement of civil ser- 
vice and especially to reform in the 
method of appointment and removal 
has been found to bo (bo practice under 
what is known as tho "spoils systoni,'' 
by which tho appointing power has 
been 80 largely encroached, upon by 
7'members of congres.q. Tho firafc step 
in the reform of the civil service must 
be a complete divorce between congress 
and the o.xecuiive in the matter of ap- 
pointment. Tlio corrupting doctrine 
that "to the victors belong the spoils," 
is inseparablesfrom congressional i)atro- 
nago as tho established rule and prac- 
tice of parties in power. It is declareil 
to be the recognized duty and purpose 
of tho peo[)lo of the United States and 
states to suppress polygamy where it 
now exists in the territories, and pre- 
vent its extension, Faithful and zeal- 
ous efforts have been made by tho 
Uuited„S(ates authorities, in ., Utah ,to 
enforce the ' laws againijb it.' ' iEspori- 
ence has shown that legislation upon 
this subject to be effective requires ex- 
tensive modification and amendments. 
Tho longer action is delayed tho more 
difficult it will be to accomplish what 
is. desired. Prompt and decisive mea- 
sure's are necessary. 

On the fisliorio.'i di.sputo question the 
President remarks ; "My anticipation of 
an early reply from tho British govern- 
ment to a demand of .indemnity to our 

' fishermen for injuries suflerod by that 

• industry at Fortune bay in .January, 
1878, which I expressed in my last 
annual message, 'was disappointed. This 
answor was received only in tho latter 
part of April in tho present year, and 
when received exhibited a failure of ac- 
cord totwoen the two govornmonts as to 
tho measure of inshore fishing privileges 
secured to our fishermen by tlio treaty of 
AVasliington, and of so serious a cli.arac- 
ter that I made it tlio subject of a com- 
munication to congrc.-j'i, in which I ro- 
cominend tho .adoption of luoasures which 
seemed to ma proper to bo taken by this 
government in the maintenance of the 
rights accorded our fishonnbn under the 
treaty and towards sociirity of indenuiity 
for tho injury thu.ne interests had anftered. 
A bill to, carry out these recommonda- 
tions was under consideration by tho 
libuse.of rcproacntatives at tho time of 
the.adjournmont of congress in June last. 
Within a few weeks I have received a 
communication from her majesty's govern -

, and, by an assent to the view's of this 
government proscribed in previous cor- 
rospontlcnoo, that tho regidation of con- 
flicting intorcst.s of tho shoro fishery of 
the provincial sea coasts and the vessel 
fishery of our fishermen should bo made 
tho subject of conference and concurrent 
arrangement between tho two govern- 
ments. I sincerely hope that a h.asiH may 
be found for a speedy adjustment of tho 
very serious divergence of views on tho 
interpretation of tho fishery clauses of 
tho treaty of Washington, which, as tho 
correspondence between the two govern- 
ments stood at the close of the last ses- 
sion of congrMs, seomcd irrcconcilablo." 

With all oilier cQunlrics tho United 
States is declared to liavc the most sat- 
isfactoi'y relations. The country is 
congratulated upon-the steady increase 
of its commerce. 'For tho year ending 
30th iTune, 1880, the revenue from all

Bseitl&sr Adveutnre'in tlTo MotohoBln

A young man relurned to town yester- 
day . from tlie neighborliood of Sooke 
bringhig with hfni as trophies of his 
prowess and skill tho skins of tiiree large 
grey wolves. Tho young man i.s ;v door 
hunter, .and on Thursday was pursuing 
his calling at tho foot of the Mutchosin 
hills. He had just brought down a fine 
buck and -wan preparing the carcase for 
transi>ortation to town, when the unmis- 
takable yelp of a wolf fell upon his ears. 
Looking in the direction from which the 
Bound came ho saw standing on a .small 
knoll some some 200 yards distant two 
large grey wolves— their red tongues pro- 
truding from their mouths in eager ex- 
pectation of making a meal on the offal 
of tlio'tleer. Our yoimg friend ' gra.spcd 
his breech-loader .and stole silently off 
into the brush, intending by a flank 
movement to take them in tho roar and 
di.spatch them. In duo course lie got 
behind the wolvosaa he supposed and was 
about to ascend the knoll when lie became 
aware of tho presence of 4. or wolves 
directly in ,fron.t;,of him. Ho jumped 
behind a tree and raised lii.s weapon when 
three or four more wolves sprang out of 
the bush and cair.o towards him with 
foam- dropping fangs. He fired three shots 
in (piick succession .and a wolf fell at each 
diflcharge. The rest of tho pack fled for 
tho bush and as they wont he brought 
down two more. Tho survivors made for 
a swamp and disappeared in its recesses 
whoreitis believed there isanoxtonsiveden 
of tho animals. The hunter returning totho 
spot where he had .shot down the wolves 
and observing signs of life in one, struck 
him on the head with tho biitt of his gun 
when tho animal sprang upon him and 
l>ui.-ied his claws in his clothes. Quick 
as the lightning's fiash tho faithful liunt- 
ing-knifo leaped from its sheath and tho 
bravo young hunter severed the head 
from the body, escaping from the horrid 
embrace with torn garments but without 
a .scratch. A party will be organized in 
the courae of a few days to beat the 
swamp for Wolves.

and southwest and part jof tho eastern 
coast. No amount of legislation, how- 
ever conciliatory, can wipe out Nation- 
alist feeling in Ireland, and the Mar- 
quis confessed as much when lie de- 
clared that a Government policy could 
never bo wholly successful in Ireland 
until all disorder had first been crush- 
ed out and supremacy of law restored 
b}' tho operation of a superior force. 
His Lordship emphatically charged that
